REFERRED TO A COMMITTEE. 


IT PLACES MORE POWER IN THE 
ASSEMBLY’S HANDS. 


The System of Appointing Committee 
Revised So That the Work Done 
Will Reflect the Will of the 
Assembly, 


MINNEAPOLAS, Minn., May 2.—The 
“Peoria overture,’ that has been. in every 
mind and on every tongue since the com- 
missioners of the General Assembly met 
has passed over to the next session. 

This morning the whole matter was re- 
ferred to a special committee of four min- 
isters and threa elders to be considered 
and reported on at the next Assembly. 

In importance the overture ranks with 


the Presbyterian Assembly on a par with 
a tariff or monetary measure in the na- 
tional Congress. Yet it is greatly misun- 
derstood, even among the commissioners. It 
is really very simple in its nature, but some 
of its opponents and some of the indiffer- 
ent declare that it is too complicated, that 
it could never be made to work. In its 
latest and briefest form, the form whicn 
was adopted by the Peoria Presbytery at 4 
special meeting just before its commis- 
sioners came to the Assembly, the overture 
is as follows: 

For the purpose only of electing standing -_ 
mittees. the General Assembly shall be dividec 
into 22 electing sections, of as nearly «5 ean: 
cable equal size, by combining the smaller sy® 
and dividing the larger by presbytertes where nec- 
essary. The standing committees, excepting those 
on mileage and. finance, shall be numbered con- 
secutively, and the electing sessions shall be pulD- 
bered in like manner. ¢ 11 

The standing committees shall consist 0 - 
ministers and 11 elders, excepting those on mi ri 
age and finance, which sball each consist of i 
elders. 

On odd-numbered years each odd-numbered see 
tion shall elect one nee fg Fw agen 

elder 0 » 
bered committee, and one ier for the mile- 
age committee. 

‘On the same year each even-numbered section 
shall elect one minister for each even-numbered 
committee, and one elder for each odd-numbered 
committee, and one elder for the finance com: 
mittee, 

On the even-numbered years this order shall he 
reversed. 

The standing committees shall elect their own 
chairman. 

The plan urged by Col. James M. Rice of 
Peoria. who fathered the overture, was one 
of dividing the assembly into twenty-two 
primary committees of equal size, which 
shall as nearly as possiblé correspond in 
meke-up to that of the synods. 

Then let these sections make up the com- 
mittees by the method clearly described in 
the overture as given above. Committees 
thus chosen will, it is argued, represent the 
opinion and do the will of the assembly, 
and no one will be able to say that a clique 
or an ecclesiastica! coterie has directed the 
legislation of the general assembly. 

here were many vacant seats to-day in 
consequence of a reaction from the excite- 
ment of yesterday's debate on the McGiffert 
case. 

After an exchange of greetings with the 
General Synod of the Reformed Church at 
Tiffin, O., a report from the Committee on 
billaé and Overtures was read. Indorsement 
and condemnation of the Brotherhood of 
Andrew and Philip were recommended. 

Resolutions against Congressman Brig- 
ham H. Roberts of Utah and in favor of an 
anti-polvygamy amendment to the national 
constitution were introduced. The report of 
the committee was adopted. 

The Roberts resolutions, after reciting, 
“the demoralizing effects of the teachings 
‘and practices of polygamy.” declare that 
the House of Representatives cannot per- 
mit Congressman Roberts to have a voice 
in ite councils without, in effect, sanction- 
ing the practice of polygamy. Congress is 
called upon to promptly expel Mr. Roberts 
in accordance with article 1, section 5, of 
the national Constitution. 

The assembly calls on the same body to 
amend the national Constitution and submit 
the same to the Legislatures of the States, 


| defining legal marriage to be monogamous | 


{and making polygamy, under whatever 
| guise or pretense, a crime against the 
United States, punishable by severe penalty, 
including disfranchisement and disqualifi- 
cation to vote or hold any office of honor 
under the United States or in any State 
or Territory thereof. The resolutions were 
adopted. 

The Committee on Sabbath Observance 
offered. and the assembly adopted, an ad- 
ditional resolution calling upon ‘‘all office 
bearers and members who are employers of 
labor, to exert themselves to reduce the 
amount of Sabbath labor and to condemn 
that policy of management which makes it 
obligatory upon the laborer to choose be- 
tween dismissal and Sunday labor.”’ 

Douglas P. Putnam, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Church Erection, reported on the 
work of the board of that name, and Cor- 
responding Secretary Erskine N. White 
made an address in behalf of the board. 

The Committee on Polity recommended 
that no action be taken this year in the

When Congressman David A. DedAr- 
mond concluded his speech at the anti- 
trust banquet Thursday night William J. 
Bryan became the center of the most re- 
markable demonstration ever witnessed at 
a political gathering in St. Louis. It must 
have brought to Mr. Bryan’s mind vividly 
that other marvelous wave of enthusiasm 
which in 1896 swept him from comparative 
obscurity into the leadersihp of 6,000,000 
men. 

For two hours 8000 persons had waited 
somewhat impatiently for the magical 
sound of his voice. They had listened to 
and applauded the utterances of lesser po- 
litical lights, but it was plain from the mo- 
ment Bryan's sturdy figure aroused pro- 
longed cheers, when he entered the Coll- 
seum, that the one object before them, 
the chief reason for their presence, was the 

romise that they would hear him speak. 

oward they last they became very im- 
patient and Mr. DeArmond was twice put 
to some embarrassment by loud calis for 
Bryan. 

So it happened that when he took his 
seat and the promise was about to be ful- 
filled that immense audience could contain 
itself no longer. As one man it rose to do 
Bryan honor. In the arena, where men 
were packed almost to suffocation, in the 
boxes and in every tier of seats from floor 
to roof, men and women rose to their feet 
and cheered for Bryan. 

Harry B. Hawes had resigned the gavel 
to ex-Gov. William J. Stone, and Stone 
evidently thought he would be allowed to 
introduce the Nebraskan, The crowd need- 
ed no introduction and very soon showed 
the tall Missourian that it would have no 
formalities. 

On the platform stood Bryan and Stone. 
The latter’s ips moved and his hand waved 
soothingly over the sea of yelling humani- 
ty below and around him. He would as 
well try to calm an ocean storm by a 
wave of his hand. 

Men and women stood upon chairs, wav- 
ing flags and shouting until the very build- 
ing seemed to shake fore the assaults of 
the sound waves. 

The programme at this point called for 
the singing of ‘‘America’”’ by the audience, 
but the programme was forgotten. That 
crowd could not be bound by any rules of 
programme. It had come to cheer Bryan 
and it resented any attempt to suppress 
its enthusiasm. Only after it had given 
what it thought a proper welcome to the 
Nebraskan did it allow the music of the 
band playing the grand old national an- 
them to be heard. And then the demon- 
stration assumed a new phase, none the 
less remarkable than its opening burst.

Nebraska recently, upon 
learning from a Republican that confidence had 
{ been restored, remarked that he had examined 

Webster’s Dictionary to learn what ‘*confidence”’ 
meant, and found confidence defined as ‘‘trust,’’ 
and then he understood that confidence had been 
really restored. 

More trusts have been formed during the last 
two years than existed at the beginning of the 
present administration, and the nominal capitaii- 
zation of the trusts now in existence approaches, 

it does not equal, in amount, the world’s 
total supply of gold and silver. ‘The influence of 
these trusts has become so enormous that the peo- 
ple, without respect to party, are asking them- 
selves how the evil can be remedied. 

The purpose of the trusts is to control the prod- 
net of some article of merchandise, and the meth- 
ods employed are (1) the union of all individual 
factories under one management or in one corpora- 
tion, and (2) the crushing out of new rivals. A 
monopoly, when once complete, not only dictates 
terms to those who buy the product, but it also 
dictates terms to those who sell the raw muate- 
rial and to those who furnish the labor. 
If the trusts are permitted to continue we shall 
find an industrial aristocracy growing up.in the 
United States which will prove as destructive 
of our ideals as a landed aristocracy would. 

The principal of monopoly is incompatible with 
our institutions. Man’s necessities compel him 
to become a purchaser, and where there is but 
one seller the purchaser is completely at the 
mercy of the seller. Where there is competition 
between the producers the purchaser is sure to 
obtain what he wants at a reasonable price. When 
competition is eliminated the price is controlled, 
not by reason, but by the greed of the one who 
possesses the monopoly. 

It has been said that the power to tax is a 

power to destroy. A monopoly possesses the 
power to tax; it can levy such assessments as it 
will upon the purchaser, and we can no more afford 
to permit such a power to be exercised by private 
individuals than we could afford to authorize a 
private individual to use the machinery of taxa- 
tion in order to enrich himself at the expense 
of his fellows. 
__The Government would be guilty of gross neglect 
if it permitted an individual to secure a movuopoly 
even without gone assistance, but it is still 
more culpable if by legislative act it furnishes 
the means by which a monopoly is secured. The 
corporation is the means now employed by those 
who seek to secure a mouopoly. Since the ¢orpora- 
tion is a fictitious person, created by law, the pow- 
er that creates can regulate, restrain or annihilate. 
To say that the Government is impotent to prevent 
the organization of trusts is to sdy that it has 
called into existenge a fictitious pegson, and that 
the® Actitious person created has become greater 
than the creator. 

One of the difficulties which has been enconn- 
tered in opposing trusts is that the trust hides 
behind the federal constitution when attacked by 
State legislation, and shields itself behind its 
State charter when attacked in the federal courts. 
No remedy will be complete that is not co-exten- 
Bive with the federal government. If the extin- 
guishment’ of the trusts is left to State legisla- 
tion the public at large will be victimized as long 
as a single State will furnish a robber’s roost 
ta + gaa spoils collected in other States can be 

vided, 

Just now —_ are startled by the principle 
of monopoly as it manifests itself in the industrial 
trust, and well may they be startled. The prin- 
ciple, however, is the same as that which manifests 
itself in the effort of the national bankers to 
secure a monopoly of the issne of paper money. 

The greenback is a rival:of the bank note. and 
its presence is a constant menace to the banks 
of issue. Some who recoguize the evils that 
flow from a sonp trust seem indifferent to the 
dangers that attend the formation of a paper 
money trust. 

The principle of monopoly not only lies at the 
foundation of the attempt to destroy the green- 
backs, but it is the controlling principle that un- 
derlies the crusade against silver as a etandard 
money. 

Between 1850 and 1860, when the production of 
gold was increasing and the production of silver 
was small, three nations demonetized gold and 
gave to silver a monopoly of ‘mint ivileges. 
Darly in the 70s the fluanciers became alarmed at 
the increase of the production of silver, and con- 
spired to destroy silver as a standard money and 
give a monopoly to gold, the production ef which 
at that time was stationary. 

The standard money trust fs not only the parent 
trust, but is in the hands of foreigners. 

The Republican party is impotent to destroy the 
trusts. It is controlled by those who are interested 
in trusts, and its a funds and sinews of 
war are supplied by the trusts. The policies for 
which it now stands disregard the interests. of the 
producers of wealth and give to money a consider- 
ation which is denied to the individual. 

Abraham Lincoln, in the very beginning of his 
Presidential career, warned the country against 
the threatened attempt to put capital above labor 
in the’ structure of the Government. Modern Re- 

ublicanism its folfilling the prophecy made by 
incoln—it is putting the dollar above the man. 

The Detocratic ott is opposed to the princt- 
le of monopoly wherever it manifests itself. It 
bes declared war on the trusts.

CONGRESSMAN BENTON. 


The Chicago Platform and Opposition 
to Trusts and Militarism. 
Congressman M. E. Benton accepted the 
banner for the TF ifteenth District in an 
eloquent speech. He thus outlined his view 
of the next national platform: 


True to the doctrines of the fathers of our party 
our Democracy is opposed to militarism, ‘hence 
against an increase of the standing army. Our 
Democracy believe that our Government has hither- 
to been ‘‘splendid in its isolation,’’ and we are 
opposed to foreign alliances, and opposed to going 
out over the earth in quest of empire, gathering 
distant islands, making their people vassals, going 
into world politics, and thus belpg compelled to 
build and keep an enormous Davy anid a huge 
standing army. We believe that our fathers 
tnught that even the despised Malay is entitled 
to choose his form of government, and we do not 
believe that a quitclaim deed from the Kiugdom 
of Spain gives even this Administration the right 
to sboot civilization into those people. But the 
splendid Democracy of the Fifteenth Missouri 
know that it is not eafe for us to hang our fight 
on a detlaration against trusts and against imper- 
falism alone, however hateful. We know that 
the President, who so glibly spoke against ‘‘crimi- 
nal agwression,’’ is an ‘‘India rubber’’ statesman, 
and that if he sees a rising tide against his policy 
of conquest, that he will retreat, change front and 
himself declare against expansion, and we are 
sure the wily and wiry party we must fight will, 
with unblushing effrontry, make its platform rinpg 
with dennnciations of trusts. We believe that a 
firm stand should be taken by the national De- 
mocracy against trusts and that our faces should 
be set hard ‘against imperialism, but we more 
firmly believe that no backward step should be 
taken, but that the paramount issue of 1806 shall 
be the supreme issue of 1900. 

With the Democracy I represent, the Chicago 
platform ia more of a “‘religious principle than a 
party shibboleth!’’ We believe our great party 
should not accept one reverse as the will of the 
people. 


COL. M. C. WETMORE ON TRUSTS. 


Unalterable Opposition to Trade Com- 
binations and the Lobby. 

Col. M. C. Wetmore, confining his brief 

speedh entirely to opposition to trusts, 


said: 

We cannot and we must not occupy any equ!vo- 
eal grounds on the trust question, and we must 
make the lobby—which is the tool of the trusts— 
understand that they must stay away from Jeffer- 
ron City when the Legislature is in session making 
laws for the people of the State. We must elect 
as Governor a man who will have the moral 
courage to say to the members of the lobby: ‘Yon 
must stay away from the State Capitol while 
the Legislature is in session,’’ and he must have 
the physical courage to stand, if necessary, at the 
door of the State Capitol with a double-barreled 
shotgun in his hand and gee that they do stay 
away. 

There is no question as to how the people of 
Missouri, and of the whole country, feel on this 
trust and Yobby question. The time for action 
has come. We have our friends, the enemy, up 
against the proposition, and the National Admin- 
istration, cousisting of the trusts, Senator Hanna 
aud the President, cannot get away from it. 


CONGRESSMAN DEARMOND. 


Reaffirmation of Chicago Platform, 
With Some New Planks. 
Congressman De Armond spoke at length 
on the trusts, closing with the following 


declaration of his views and principles: 

If the trusts are to be dealt with effectually 
the Republican party, which protects them and 
which they help into power, must be retired. And, 
of course, the Democratic party must come into 
control of the Government whose foundations 
the fathers laid for the children of the free and 
the brave. Then there must be an end of the 
reckless creation of corporations, without check 
or bdr, and some simple, pure means must be 
provided for terminating summarily the existence 
or bar, and some simple, sure means must he 
imposed in proportion to the ability to meet it 
and not according to the weight of necessity reet- 
ing upon the citizen. Freemen must be taxed 
according to what they have and not according 
to what they must have. The silver in our moun- 
tains again must be regarded as wealth, a portion 
of nature’s bounty to us as a nation, to be drawn 
forth and made into qoney for the use of the 
people. Again must the Western Hemisphere be 
considered ample for the home and development 
of our nation, and from it we must not war‘er, 
in imitation of the unnatural ‘‘mother’’ from 
whom we separated by force of arms more than 
a century ago. Again must the Monroe doctrine 
be a part of our national policy., 

As Democrats, it seems to me that we must 
reaffirm the Chicago platform of 1806; add rult- 
able declarations against trusts, imperialism, mil- 
itarism, high tariffs, extravagance and ‘‘entangling 
alliances;’’ pick a good running mate for Bryap 
aud win in 1900. 


EX-GOV. JOHN P. ALTGELD. 


Opposed to Trusts and in Favor of the 
Chicago Platform. 
Ex-Gov. Altgeld of Llinois spoke briefly 
in opposition to trusts and in favor of the 
referendum. He also said: 


I came to speak, if at all, on that great work 
of Democracy on the shores of Lake Michigan, 
that gave to the world a new Declaration of In- 
dependence, The Democracy of Missouri made this 
instrument possible, and under its inspiration 
6,500,000 free Americans fought the greatest po- 
litical fight ever waged. Her banner still floats in

Acting Chairman Stone was instructed to 
request Chairman Jones to call a regular 
meeting of the committee July 20, when the 
Harrisonites hope to bring about the utter 
ruin of Altgeld by securing his retire- 
ment from the Ways and Means and Ad- 
visory Committees. 

In the Devlin matter, Gahan exhibited 
resolutions adopted by the Cook County 
Executive Committee, denouncing the edi- 
tor’s course, and after a good deal of dis- 
cussion the committee was appointed.

‘THE PRESIDENT’S FIRST ORDER. 


ALL GFFICIALS WILL BE REGU- 
LAR ARMY OFFICERS. 


Details of the Scheme of Government 
Are Being Worked Out by Of- 
ficials of the War De- 

partment. 


WIASHINGTON, May 26.—On May 8 Presi- 
dent McKinley issued the following execu- 
tive order not heretofore published, for the 
government of the islands which came un- 
der control of the United States Govern- 
ment as a result of the war with Spain: 

®xecutive Mansion, Washington, May 8— 
By virtue of the authority vested in me 
as the commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy of the United States, I hereby or- 

and direct that during the maintenance 
oF tee military government by the United 
States in the islands of Cuba and all isl- 
ands in the West Indies west of the 74th 
dégree west longitude, evacuated by Spain, 
there are herevy created and shall be 
ntained the fices of Auditor of the 
eas: one pod acne Auditor for auditing 
the accounts of the Department of Cus- 
toms and one Assistant Auditor for audit- 
the accounts of the Department of 
Postoffices, who shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of War, and whose duties shall 
be to audit all accounts of the islands. 
re is hereby created and shall be 
tained the office of treasurer of the 
is , which shall be filled by the ap- 
ntment thereto of an officer of the reg- 
u army of the United States. The treas- 
urer of the islands shall receive and keep 
all money arising from the revenues of the 
ds, shall disburse or transfer the same 
only upon warrants issued by the Auditor 
of thé islands and countersigned by the 
Governor-General. 
AW rules and instructions necessary to 
carry into effect the provisions of executive 
orders relating to said islands shall be is- 
sued by the Secretary of War. 
WILLIAM M’KINLEY. 

A similar order was issued substituting 
Porto Rico, and another substituting the 
Philippines for Cuba, so that all the groups 

to be identical as to government. 
ssistant Secretary Melklejohn, who has 
charge of insular matters in the War De- 
partment, conferred with the Secretary of 
the Treasury 
carrying out the order, and after careful 
consideration decided that the islands shall 
kept autonomous, and that all affairs 
shall be under the direct contro] of the 
Governor-General. The Governor of the 
islands, its finances and officers, will te 
wholly under the control of the Military 
Governor until Congress shall otherwise 
rovide. The officials in responsible posi- 
fons will all be army officers. 

Mr. ‘Meiklejohn has prepared cxplicit 
rules and regulations governing the islands 
and for the guidance of the officers. 

These provide the auditor and asatstant- 
auditors shall examine and settle all ac- 
counts pertaining to the revenues, receipts 
and expenditures; one assistant auJlitor to 
have charge of the postal and other cus- 
toms and other moneys, The auditor shall 
issue and sign all warrants for money, for 
the approval of the Gevernor Gener:l, All 
agents or officers who receive money are 
to pay the fuil amounts to the Treasurer 
and to send accounts monthly to the aud!- 
tor. Within 10 days from the end of each 
month the auditor shall forward » com- 
plete report to the Secretary of War. 

The treasury shall keep a separate ac- 
count of receipts, classifying the custom 
postal, internal and miscellaneous.

PAINTER OF ANIMALS. 


NATURE WAS HER MOODCL. 


Speaking of Art, She Said, “It Is My 
Husband; the Air I 
Breathe.”’ 


LONDON, May %—A special dispatch 
from Paris to-day says that Rosa Benheur, 
the famous animal painter, is dead. 

Rosa Bonheur was 76 years old. She was 
recognized as the greatest painter of éni- 
mals in France and of all lands. Few 
women have won so wide a fame or built 
a reputation on so broad and firm a basis. 


Wherever art is known and talked of, Rosa 
Bonheur is known and talked of. 

Her principal pictures number about 40, 
but between the execution of these she has 
painted many small pnes. Many cf her 
finest performances are owned in America. 

Mile. Bonheur has received high hon- 
ors. One day in 1865.she was surprised 
in her studio by Empress Fugenie, who 
entered unannounced, kissed her as she rose 
from the easel to receive her, remained a 
few minutes and was gone. The woman 
artist found that the woman sovereign had 
pinhed upon her working blouse the cross 
of the Legion of Honor. The Emperor had 
been hesitating to confer a decoration on a 
woman when the Empress having, during 
his absence, been left regent, drove over 
from Fontainebleau, near by, and, in its be- 
stowal by her hand, added to its value. 
The painter since received the T.eopold 
cross of honor from the King of Belgium, 
and, by order of the Crown Prince of Prus- 
sia, her residence was respected by the 
Prussians during the Franco-Prussian war. 

A friend, after looking about the artist's 
studio one day, remarked that she had ac- 
complished much. 

‘Yes,’’ she replied, “I have been a faith- 
ful student since I was ten years old. Il 
have copied no master. I have studied na- 
ture and expressed to the best of my ability 
the ideas and feelings with which she has 
inspired me. Art is an absorbant—a tyrant, 
It demands heart, brain, soul, body, the en- 
tireness of its votary. Nothing less will win 
its highest favor. | wed art. It is my hus- 
band—my world, my life dream, the air I 
breathe. I know nothing else, feel nothing 
else, think nothing else. My soul finds in 
it the most complete satisfaction.” 

There are many anecdotes and witty say- 
ings in circulation about Rosa Bonheur. A 
number of years since she was asked: 

“Have you given the woman's rigkts 
question any attention?” 

“Woman's rights!—woman’s nonsense!”’ 
she answered. “Women should seek to 
establish their rights Dy good and great 
works, and not by conventions. If I had 
got up a convention to debate the question 
of my ability to paint ‘Marche au Che- 
raux’ (The Horse Fair), the decision would 
have been against me. I felt the power 


within me to paint. I cultivated it and 
have produced works that have how the 
favorable verdicts of great judges. I 


have no patience with women who ask 


permission to think.’’

LOSS ESTIMATED AT $350,000. 


One Policeman and Two Firemen Were 
Severely Burned While Rousing

NEW.YORK, May 26.—Fire started early 
to-day in Buschman’s Pavilion, Coney Is- 
land, and spread rapidly until seven blocks 
of frame buildings, had been destroyed. A 
conservative estimate ‘of the loss ig placed 
at $330,000. 

Policeman Thomas Lynch and Firemen 
George Taggart and William Aldrich were 
painfully burned while rousing the sleeping 
occupants of the several threatened build- 
ings.

is and la years, respectively, who were 
asleep in the Zaza Hotel, were severely 
burned about the body. 

The police believe the fire was of incen- 
diary origin. Deputy Battalion Chief Kirk- 
patrick of the fire department, says he 
discovered traces of Kerosene along the 
board walk in front of one of the burned 
buildings. 

When the fire department reached the 
beach front they found a dozen bath houses 
burning. They were dry as tinder aid it 
was impossible to gave them. The 4ames 
communicated quickly to the Bowery and 
destroyed two blocks of it before they were 
controlled. 

In one hour after the first puff of smoke 
gave warning a large square liliaij with 
‘pulldings of all sizes and character tilized 
for such purposes as photograph galleries, 
saloons, dining rooms, dance halls, theaters 
and the like, were in ruins. 

Five alarms were sounded. All the re- 
serve engines came from Flatbush, Fort 
I{amilton, Bath Beach, Sheepshead Bay and 
14 companies responded from Brooklyn. The 
police department hurried down the re- 
serves froen six precincts. 

The heaviest losses are: Feltmann’'s con- 
cert garden, loss $40,000; Henderson's danc- 


ing pavilion, bathing houses and concert 
hall, $100,000; Ezra Merrin’s roller-coasting 
plant, $60,000; Stauch'’s dancing pavilion 


and hotel, $85,000.

ARMS MAY BE RETAINED. 


Many Cuban Leaders Urge Soldiers 
Not to Give Up Their Guns for 
Money. 


HAVANA, May %—The fight between 
Gen. Gomez and the old Cuban Assembly 
leaders is waging hotly. Gen. Gomez's man- 
ifesto, issued to the soldiers to-day, re- 
quested them to give up their arms and re- 
turn peacefully to their homes, will .be met 
to-morrow by a strong manifesto from a 


majority of the Cuban chiefs, urging the} 


soldiers. not to accept of any of the $3,000,000 


offered by the United States, but to dis- 
band and keep their arms. 

A meeting was held at the home of Gen. 
Mayaia Rodriguez and attended by the 
anti-Gomez in the Cuban army. Strong 
anti-American sentiments were expressed. 
Gomez was called a “Traitor to Cuba Li- 
bre’’ and severely scored for entering into 
the last negotiations with Gen. Brooke 
without congulting ‘his representatives of 
the army. His action in construed by the 
speakers as an effort to further his own 
political aggrandizement. 

Cuban soldiers are not looking for char- 
ity from the United States, they said, and 
Gen. Brooke had no right to ask them to 
give up their arms, as he might a con- 
quered army. The Spanish Volunteers in 
Havana still hold thelr Mausers, they as- 
serted, and the soldiers who fought for in- 
dependence should be permitted to retire 
from the fleld with their arms. By unani- 
mous vote it was resolved to use all means 
to prevent the soldiers from returning their 


rms. 

In addition to the manifesto. Gen. Rodri- 
uez will send a personal letter to the sol- 
lers asking them not to accept any money. 
Gen. Brooke to-day approved the Gomez 
manifesto asking the soldiers to disarm. 
There are indications, however, that the 
chiefs will carry thelr point. AM Gomez's 
Olitical enemies are working with them. 
“he refusal of the soldiers to accept the 
money or Surrender their arms would be a 
crushing blow to Gomez. He ts using all 
efforts té prevent it, but an intimate friend 
of his admits that a majority of the gsol- 
diers will reurn to their homes with their 
arms and without money. 

The politicians who are opposing Gomez 


say that the General feels his position 
keenly and thinks the has heen treated 
shamefuily by the Cubans, for whom he 


fought without a thought of recompense. 
Cuban owners of pantations heid a meet- 
ing to-night and voted to urge Presiden! 
McKinley to approve the decree originally 
approved by Gen. Brooke, but afterward 
changed on the recommendation of Secre- 
tary Alger.

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A RASCALLY BUSINESS. 


The history of Senate Document No. 62 is interesting as an 
example of the censorship established by a government which 
dares not let its doings be known. 

This document is no other than the peace treaty Bigned at 
Paris. With it are*printed a great many papers bearing upon 
the negotiations, and containing information of a highly im- 
portant character. 

By the first printing order 400 copies of this were issued and 
distributed to Senators and Representatives, not enough to go 
around. A concurrent resolution was afterward passed through 
the Senate authorizing an edition of 20,000, but when it reached 
the House it was smothered, and a copy cannot now be had 
for love or money. 

But this is not all. The Atkinson pamphlets were issued as 
public documents and when the Postoffice Department law- 
lessly threw them out of the "Manila mail a great demand 
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responded to the public demand until stopped by an order. 
Who gave the ‘order? The Assistant Attorney-General of the 
United States for the Postoffice Department. 

This raises an interesting question. By what authority does 
the executive department seek: to control the action of a ser- 
vant of the legislative department? The constitution provides 
careful safeguards against such interference. Where then are 
we to Jook for the authority? f 

It Is found in the necessities of the’imperial policy, an essen- 
tial element of which is a censorship, and to make it effective 
the executive must scrutinize, doctor and suppress the pub- 
lished proceedings of Senate and House.

Chairman Daugherty of the Ohio Republican State Central 
Committee is advocating the adoption of an anti-civil service 
reform plank in the platform that is to be promulgated by 
the State Convention which assembles next week.

OF POSTMASTERS.! 


Officials Shall Report on the 
Condition of Crops. 


Weather Forecaster Hyatt has a plan for 
increasing the efficiency of the Govern- 
ment crop report service. His idea may be 
submitted to the Department of. Agricul- 
ture, though Dr. Hyatt may not do so offi- 
cially. 

The doctor is keenly alive to the import- 


ance of the weather and crop sérvice to te 
immense interests concerned in the.gr 
trade. He visits the Merchants’ Exchange 
frequentiy to hear suggestions as to the 
posting of reports, and is popular with the 
traders. 

It Was on one of these visits that he 
outlined the plan which may ve Iaid be- 
fore Secretary of Agriculture Wilson. 

“I believe,” said Dr. Hyatt, “that the 
system of gathering the Government .crop 
reports could be simplified and at the same 
time improved. The work now done by 
hundreds of correspondents all over the 
country could be done better and more 
economically by: the postmasters. ' 

"“\At present there is great risk of inac- 
curacy from the fact that the correspon- 
dents often have an interest in the market, 
whiob they do not hesitate to flirther in 
their repors. The postmasters now have to 

e reports regularly. It could be made 
a part of their duty to include the crop 
condition in their respective districts, They 
of all men should have an opportunity to 
learn the facts. They could ? e the cred-' 
ibility of statements made by men known 
to them pe cre ange A and could make person- 
al observations in case of doubt, This 
should insure accurate and unbiased re-

James D. McKee, a civil and structural 


from an eastbound Franklin avenue elec- 
tric car at Eighteenth and Morgan streets 
at 11:14 o’clock Thursday night and broke 
his neck.
